‘As Shanghai is famous for. its 
cabarets, s0 Peking ‘is noted’ for 
its dinner parties. China’s capital 
has ity tea dances ‘and after- 
dinner .dances every day in, 
the week, but it is not uncommon 
fora group to remain at home 
after dinner and spend: tho. eve- 
ning in conversation. Seldom 
indeed does this occur in ‘Shang- 
hai, or in any other Far Eastern 
foreign ‘ center excopt 
where there is no dancing. 

Brilliant’ conversationists’ are 
so common in Peking that 
hostesses. declare that. the 
difficulty is in’ finding good. lis- 
teners, One’ hostess tells of, 
ontertaining o .famous visitor 
from America, a man who was a 
great talker himself, arid a lover 
of talk.
